St. Petersburg, Jan. 31.—Yester- 
day passed in perfect quict. The re- 
port that a bomb was thrown at the 
Governor-General’s residence is un- 
founded. [nterest hes been trans- 
ferred from St. Petersburg and Mos- 
cow ‘to Warsaw, Lodz and Libau, 
where a state of siege has been pro- 
claimed. 

In the rioting at Warsaw on Sun- 
day, at least 160 persons were kill- 
ed or wounded, The strike continues 
unabated, and business is paralyzed. 
However, the crisis is by no means 
passed, and there is great apprehen- 
sion here with regard to what the 
night may bring forth, cspecially if 
the atternpt to disable the lighting 
system should be successful. The 
Warsaw demonstrators cyidently are 
in an ugly mood.

“The shooting by the troops was 
not planned by anybody; it was done 
under the ordinary laws of the Em- 
pire after the police had failed in 
their efforts to stop the procession.” 
|) With extraordinary cmphasis he 
added: 

“The military did their duty only, 
and they will do it again if neces- 
sary. 

“It is a mistake to assert, as the 
foreign press does, that the mob had 
no warning. The regulation warning 
given the mob by three blasts of the 
bugles is in Russia equivalent to a 
Teading of the riot act in America. 

“The people of Russia are abso- 
lutely unfit for a constitution, and 
there will be none given. The Pm-

BAD FEELING IN BRITAIN. 


— 
Fereign Office New Fears An Auti-Rus- 
sian Outbreak. 


London, Jan. 81.—Reports of con- 
tinued acts of hostility to Great 
Britain and citizens of this country 
in Russia are causing considerable 
perplexity and anxiety in official 
circles here. At tne Foreign Office 
there is evident apprehension of ano- 
ther popular anti-Russian outburst 
here, and while diplomats say there 
is no doubt that full satisfaction 
will be given for the Warsaw affair, 
the newspapers are unanimous in 
condemnation of Russia and  attri- 
bute all incidents to anti-British sen- 
timent. 

At the Noreign Office yesterday it 
Was intimated that these accumula- 
tive evidences of hostility, which, 


either accidental or intentional, are 
causing much apprehonsion, and it 
will bo necessary for tho Russian 


Government to give full and prompt 
explanation, or otherwise popular 
sentiment in the United Kingdom

FELL OUT OF ATTIC WINDOW 


Biayed At = Cheap Ledging House On 
York Street, Toronto, Into Which He 
Wad Taken Five Friendless Polan- 
dere Whe Were Torned Out of 
Waiting Moom At Unico 
Batten, 


Toronto, Jan. 80.—Under circum- 
stances that aro at lea ‘#trange at 


5,80 yesterday morning Rugsell TH. 
Borrett, o young civil engincer, and 
recent S.P.S, graduate from Am- 


herstburg, either fell or threw him- 
self from the third storey window at 
128 York street, receiving {njurics 
from which he died jn the Emergency 
Hospital two hours later. At first it 
was thought he might liave been the 
victim of foul play, but investiga- 
tion by the police and press tends 
to discount that theory, though by 
no means accounting for the fatal- 
ity. Barrett was on his way to 
Windsor from Peinbroke and reached 
tho city on Saturday evening. 

Betr ended jhe irieud) ss, 


Evidently he missed connections 
and to his desire to do a churitable 
act for five strangs Polanders can 
probably be traced his death. He 
was at the station at midnight when 


@ perty of five Polanders, who had 
bought tickets for Buffalo, were 
tumed out of the wailing room. 


They were friendless and unable 10 
speak Jnglish, Barrett, from his 
survey work in the backwoods, evi- 
dently sympathized with the men 


and inquired of the station $police ! 


™man where lodging for the night 
could be found and he was directed 
to Jos. Kazel’s on York street. 

Mrs, Kazel says they arrived short- 
ly after. midnight. Barrett asked for 
accommodation for his proteges, who 
were left standing outside, and ar- 
ranged that they be given beds for 
$1, He beckoned them in and was 
about to leave when the lateness of 
the hour evidently struck him. The 
reception room at Kazel's is not un- 
inviting, end as Barrett has been 
used to roughing it he asked if he 
could get a double bed. Mrs. Kazol 
said it could be arranged, and he 
paid a quarter and was shown up- 
stairs. 


The Fall te Death. 


The room assigned to him was in 
the attic. It contained a bed and a 
cot. The bed was stretched cross- 
Ways at the front part, close to the 
wall and window. The cot was 
atretched along the south wall 
with a table and chair almost filled 
the room. The cot was already oc- 
cupied by Fred Hetherington, who, 
i$ ecems, is also a civil engineer in 
hard luck, and who comes from Mon- 
treal. Hetherington says Barrett 
complained of feeling restless and 
unwell when he awoke at 4 o'clock, 
Hetherington fell asleep again und 
was awakened by the crash of break- 
ing glass, and just saw Barrett’s 
legs as he disappeared through the 
window. 

His Skell Fractured. 

PR. C. Martin and Hackman McCar- 
ron, who were on York street near- 
by, heard a crash and saw some- 
thing falling. At first they tholght 
it was a rush of snow from the 
roof. Instead it was the unfortunate 
Barrett, He was removed to the 
Emergency Hospital, where he died 
two hours afterwards. 

At the Emergency the medical ex- 
amination showed that deceased had 
Teceived a bad wound on the back of 
the head on the left side, which pro- 
bably fractured the skull. There was 
also a discolored swelling over the 
left eye. This, however, could have 
been caused by the blow in the back 
of tthe head. ‘There were also a 
couple of abrasions on the knees, 
which it is thought were occasioned 
by striking on the wires when fall- 


ing. 


Fielatives At a tons. 


His father, M, Barrett, who is cus- 
toms collector at Amherstburg, ac- 
companied by John A. Auld, M.P. 
®. for South Essex, and J. H, Rodd, 
‘Amherstburg, County Crown Attor- 
hey, and uncle of deceased, arrived in 
the ojty last night, but could throw 
ho Ught on the affair. 

Russell Barrett was 26 years of 
age. Two years ago he graduated 
from the Toronto School of Practical 
Science and was subsequently in the 
employ of Morrison Bros., engineers 
tnd surveyors, Pembroke. Last sum- 
mer he received a Government ap- 
ointment as first assistant, section 
4, Georgian Bay ond Ottawa River 
survey. He was in Prembroko on 
Thursday last. The victim was 
thoroughly steady and of temperate 
habits, and an unfortunate accident 
is the only explanation, The young 
man’s fathor is very willing that an 
Inquest be held, and Coroner Aikins 
vill open an inquiry at Millar's at 4 
p.m. to-day. The body will be taken 
to Amherstburg to-night.

London, Jan, 80.—The correspon- 
dent at Warsaw of Tho Daily Mail 
tolographs a3 follows; “‘A group of 
Hussars ran down the British Vice- 
Consul Mucukain Saturday night ta 
Marshal Kovski stroot, Two Tlussars 
rushed at him with thoir swords, in- 
flicting severo cuts across his face 
and lower lip. Dripping with blood 
Mucukain was conveyed to tho hos- 
pital, where he is now doing well.

What Will the Night Bring? 


‘Phe samo corresponient describes 
Warsaw as boing in a state of com- 
plete anarchy.

“The only conveyan' moving in 
Warsaw to-day have been military 


supply cars, ambulance wagons ond 
tumbrils for tho dead, The attempt- 
ed rising of the workmen has failed 
and the great demonstration timed 
for to-day has been postponed, After 
some fighting the wrecked ond  dis- 
traught city pauses to seo what 
night will bring.’” 
Saved By Sacred Ikons, 


Describing the pillages of stores, 
the correspondent says: ‘‘Many put 
chalk crosses on their doors or light- 
ed ikons in their windows, and thus 
secured their safety. The rioters 
paused before the sacred emblems, 
The hoarse murmurs of the mob 
drowned the church bells. In several 
cases soldiers fired on looting mobs, 
and in one case in a working class 
suburb, they fired o cannon shot, 
hoping to disperse the crowd. Inter- 
miltent firing was procceding there 
all day. Hundreds of shops were 
wrecked and soyeral stores Were 
burned. Probably a few score were 
killed. The ambulances were busy all 
day. There were alarming rumors 
from the country districts, It is ru- 
mored that the town of Bestlitovsky 
is burning.” 

The Daily Mail's St. Petersburg 
correspondent reports that Sir Ohar- 
les Hardinge, tho British Ambassa- 
dor, has asked the Russian Govern- 
ment to make inquiry into the out- 
rages on the British Consul-General 
and Vice-Consul-General at Warsaw. 

Russia's Evil Gentus. 

St. Petersburg, Jan, 30,—Evidence 
is accumulating that Emperor Ni- 
cholas throughout the present crisis 
has acted largely upon the advice of 
Grand Duke Sergius, who is the most 
reactionary member of the Imperial 
family, the, head of what is denomi- 
nated the war party, and whom the 
Liberals stigmatize as Russia’s evil 

nius. Q 

With the first appearance of Fath- 
er Gopon in the movement, Sergius 
urged the necessity of putting down 
the demonstrations in the most ener- 
getic manner. Since Sunday. last. his 
hand is considered to have been vis- 
ible to the appointment of General 
Trepofl to the governor-generalship 
of St. Potersburg, with the excep- 
tional powers conferred upon him. 

Where His Wand Is Shown. 


Sergius is known to be responsible 
for the charges placarded by Deputy 
Chief of Police Roudneff of Moscow, 
which is causing Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff embarrassment, and now it 
is believed he is about to prevail in 
the matter of naming aa Prince 
Mirsky’s successor in the ministry of 
the interior, M, Bouligan, formerly 
Governor-General of Moscow, who, 
like his patron, is an extreme re- 
actionary. 

Sergius more than M, Witte is re- 
sponsible for the elimination from 
the Imperial manifesto of Minister 
Mirsky’s plan for on clected Zem- 
stovist’s Council of the Bmpire. 
Against Sergius’ influence (he minis- 
fers at present, are apparently power- 
Jess. He remains in the little palace 
inside the strong ramparts of Krem- 
lin fortress jn Moscow, {rom whence 
he despatches daily a courier to 
Tsarskoe Selo. 

Arrests Continuo to Be Made. 


Arrests continue. Among those 
selzed Jast night and conveyed to 
St. Peter'a ond St, Paul's fortress 
were Yakonbovich, the poet, who 
served a term of exile {n 1886 for 
connection with the revolutionaries; 
Madame Pimenoff, an aged writer, 
and her daughter. Tather Gopon, {it 
has now been definitely established, 
escaped through Tinland and was 
conveyed across theggulf to Sweden 
by sympathetic Winns. At present ho 
is supposed to be in Stockholm, A 
story has been started, ‘and which is 
attributed to the police, that Gopon 
is a Jow. 

Czar Must Yield Demands. 


St, Petersburg, Jan, 80.—A mar- 
shal of the nobility from one of the 
central provinces has oxpressed tho 
opinion to the Associated Press that 
the Government could not extricate 
itself from the present situation 
without very substantial concessions.

St, Petersburg, Jan. 27.—Gover- 
nor-General Trepoft manifests com- 
plete confidence that the crisis {s oy- 
er, and that public order and the 
safety of the city are assured. Fur- 
ther than this the Governor-General 
takes on optimistic view of the situ- 
ation in the province. 

Moscow Strikers Indeors, 


Moscow, Jan. 27,—Although the 
strike is steadily spreading the 
movement thus far has not been ac- 
companied by collisions of great 
gravity. Yesterday's events were re 
stricted to minor skirmishes in the 
northern and eastetn outskirts of the 
city, in which the troops successfully 
resisted all efforts of the crowds to 
break through the cordon. No blood- 
shed is reported, Both the authori- 
ties and the masters have shown ad- 
mirable coolness in the face of the 
situation, the former avoiding pro- 
vocation by studiously concealing 
the troops and the latter by dis- 
playing a readiness to meet the 
men’s demands. 

It appears that when the strikers 
made the round of the mills calling 
on their comrades to quit . work, 
under threat of wrecking the plants, 
the masters decided to allow the 
men to take a holiday with full pay, 
providing they remained in their 
dwellings, and the workmen unani- 
mously consented, the result being 
that the intimidators were unarmed. 

In the meantime workers and mas- 
ters are negotiaung ror a sotvitient 
of their differences. Several firms 
have offered an advance in wages 
which would bring the average earn- 
ings of their workingmen to $10 per 
month and lodgings. One firm has 
offered to knock off one hour from 
the legal working day of 11 hours, 
but thrs is the burning question on 
which the majority of the masters 
are unwilling or unable to agree to 
concessions. The Danilowsky textile 
factory alone continues working.

St. Petersburg, Jan, 27.—Although 
the strikes in Reval, Libau, Kiefl, 
Odessa and a few smaller places are 
extending the situation is nowhere 
acute. An increasing number of 
workmen are out in Moscow, but 
there is no general disorder there. 
The whereabouts of Father Gopon 
still remains a mystery, although it 
is believed the priest is in Moscow, 

The Russian capital presents al- 
most a normal appearance, and the 
authorities are confident that the 
backbone of the strike has been brok- 
en. Some factories and mills al- 
ready have resumed, and a general 
resumption of operations is expected 
on Monday. Tho authorities expect 
the faflure of the strike hero will 
have a discouraging effect upon the 
workmen in other cities to which the 
troubles have been sprending, and be- 
eve that there is no longer danger 


of a completo suspension of all the 
industrial concerns in Russia,

JAPS HAVE VICTORY 


Sandepas Had To Be Given Up 
by the Russians, 


FIGHTING FOR THREE DAYS 


‘muropatkin's Roported Victory Dissolves 
Into Thin Alr Before the Irresistible 


‘Troops of the Japanese Ceneral— 
500) Mussian 


Oyama Captures 
OMcersand Men—Gen Mist- 
chenko Wounded in Foot. 


, Tokio, Jan, 30.—Telegraphic ad- 
wices received here yesterday from 
the Japanese Manchurian headquart- 
» dated the 29th, says: 

‘Our detachment occupied Lintiako 
yesterday (Saturday), ond was twice 
counter-attacked by o superior force 
of the enemy last night, We entirely 
repulsed the oncmy. 

“Our other detachment at dawn to- 
ay (Sunday) attacked the enemy 
in the nejghborhood of Feitssaihotzu, 
about two miles north of Heikoutal 
nnd occupied the position. Tho enemy 
fiercely counter-attacked our force, 
which assailed Helkoutai last night, 
Dut was repulsed entirely. To-day 
our force occupied the neighborhood 
of Heikoutai, 

““Tho enemy in the direction of Liu- 
tinko and Heikoutai has entirely re- 
treated to the right of the Hun 
River. Our force is now pursuing 
them. 

“In the direction of Chenchiephao 
and Likajentan, the enemy made sev- 
eral attacks last night, but were re- 
pulsed. The enemy attacking these 
points belonged to the eighth and 
tenth corps. 

‘In tho direction of Heikoutai the 
enemy is composed of the first and 
mixed corps of infantry, together 
with a cavalry (division under Gen, 
Mistchenko. 

“We captured 500 officers and men. 


“Tho casualties on both sides are | 


under investigation. 

“The Russians are massing about 
65,000 troops on the Japanese left, 
and bombarditg the left flank and 
centre, Small forces of Russians ure 
attacking all along. tho line. 

Bight and Centre. 


Manchurian headquarters of the 
Japanese army report that on Sat- 
urday the Russians occasionally 
bombarded the right and centre ann- 
jes, following up the bombardment 
with attacks, which the Japanese im- 
mediately repulsed. In the direction 
of the left wing a Japanese detach- 
ment were victors at Chenchiephao 
and occupied Liutiako and Livchia- 
wopeng on Saturday, the Russians 
retreating north and west. 

The Japanese occupied with infan- 
try positions southeast of Heikoutai 
on Saturday and are now assaulting 
the main position. Another detach- 
ment dislodged a regiment of infan- 
try, a brigade of cavalry and twelve 
guns occupying Hacrphao five miles 
south of Heikoutai. 

The Russian strength opposing the 
Japanese left flank is roughly esti- 
mated at eight corps, consisting of 
fourteenth ‘and fifteenth infantry 
division of the tenth corps, part of 
the sixty-first infantry division, part 
of the first Siberian corps and the 
first and ninth brigades of rifles. 


Battle of Jan. 25.

Szetangtai, 60 versts, southwest of | 


Mukden, Jan, 28.—Via Pekin, Jan. 
29.—A battle commenced at daylight 
Jan. 25, the right flank reinforced by 
troops from the east began a move- 
ment against the Japanese left. One 
corps, leaving Szefangtal at mid- 
night, Jan. 24, marched about seven 
miles southwest and at daylight at- 
tacked. 

The infantry, backed up by artil- 
lery, drove the Japanese from two 
villages at midday after a sharp 
fight and continued to make pro- 
gress, the rest of the right flank 
becoming engaged. The Russian ar- 
tillery fire was heavy, but the Jap- 
nese remained almost silent. | The 
captured villages presented a war- 
like picture with Japanese and Rus- 
sian dead lying side by side in the 
streets, 

The Russian infantry kept under 
the cover of the walls and houses to 
protect themeclves from the Japanese 
fire from adjoining villages, 

The country is flat and thickly 
Populated, and the villages are larga 
and rich in foodstuffs. 

It 4s snow!ng and bitterly cold, and 
the troops eagerly seek the protection 
of the villages, which in this dis- 
twict have escaped destruction. 

On Jan. 26 there was a heavy fire 
along the right front and an ad- 
wance was made. The wind at the 
Russians back drove tho snow in the 
faces of the Japanese, and was very 
difficult to see any distance. One 
Siberjan rifle regiment cuffered some- 
what heavy loss. 

Jan. 27.—Tho fighting continued 
on the right flank, but it docs not 
seem to be developing along the 
centro or eastern flank, Probably 
the cold weather prevents a further 
continuance of the battle. 

There is moro artillery on both 
sides than in any former battle of 
history. 

Russians Admit Defeat. 


St, Potersburg, Jan. 90,—Lt.-Gen. 
Sokharoff has telegraphed the fol- 
Jowing report to the gencral staff, 
under date of Jan. 28: 

“On Jan. 26 the enemy began to 
concentrate in considerable force near 
Sandepas, intending to take the of- 
fensive against the villages of Su- 
mapu and Paotsao, south of Sande 
pas, which were occupied by the ene- 
my. During the whole of Jan. 27 an 
obstinate fight was going on hore 
and after midnight we took Sumapu. 

“On Jan, 26 another column, ad- 
vancing upon Sandepas, occupied in 
the ovening a great part of that for- 


tified village: but. coming upon a 
swong readabe witn a wipe row or 


artificial obstneles, which had heon 
scarcely damaged by our fire, and 
which was armed with field artillery 
and quick-firers, and seoing tho im- 
possibility of carrying the redoubt 
without a preliminary bombardment, 
our troops left Sandepas, which had 
been set on fire, it being {mpossibla 
fe pom there without risking de- 
ent, 

“On Jan, 27 and 28 Sandepas and 
its redoubt were heaviJy bombarded,

“On Jan, 26 ond 27 our cavalry, 
operating six miles seuth of Sande 
pos, avtacked and defented a Japan- 
eso company and took 100 prisoners.

Ca ding In = Sterm, 


Mukden, Jan, 28.—(Vio Tientsin)— 
The most {mportant cannonade since 
tho first bottle on the Shokhe River 
was maintained all yesterday in 8 
continuous storm against the Japan- 
ese left, which Field Maregal Oyama 
hos been reinforcing, with troops from 
Port Arthur since General Mist- 
chenko's rald. The attack was cen- 
tred about seven miles west of 
Shakhe station, and tt resulted in 
the Japanese withdrawing from Hol- 
antai and Funchuong Chitatsza, 
which the Russians have occupied. 
The cannonading and snowstorm con- 
tinue undiminished to-day. It is con- 
aldorably colder. 

‘The cannonading indicates that an 
extended contest is progressing. To- 
day's reports indicate that the Jap- 
nese ere continuing to fall back, 
while the Russian cavalry have, it is 
understood, advanced their lines 10 
miles, Tho Japanese flew a large 
kite into tho Russian lines, The kite 
was covered with photographs show- 
ing the treatment of Russian prison- 
ers in Japan. It was evidently {n- 
tended to attract the Russian sold- 
fers, On Jon, 27 there was a heavy 
Cannonading on tho right flank.

band had framed the cenvention in 
defiance of expressed instructions.

Toronto, Jan, 81,—A Cabinot mect- 
ing lasting two hours, and at which 
all the Ministers, with the exception 
of Hon. Mossrs, Gibson and Eyan- 
turel, were present, was hold yester- 
day aftornoon, At its, close the re- 
Porters wero informed that there was 
no news.

News te Mr, Graham, 

To a reporter who asked him yes- 
terday if there was any truth in the 
rumor that he was to_recolve a poal- 
tion in the Dominion Cabinat on ne 
ccount of his services as organizer in 
the eastern part of the Province dur- 
ing the Federal campaign, Hon. Mr. 
Graham answered; *‘That is certain- 
ly news to me, It is true, of course, 
that I did take charge of eastern On- 
tario for the Dominion campaign at 
the wish of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. I 
fully appreciate the kindness of 
friends in connecting my name with 
such an important public position as 
that of Minister in the Dominion 
Cabinet, but the dearth of news since 
the Provincial election seems to be 
the excuse for the making of all kinds 
of conjectures,’* 

Replying to \2 question regarding 
other reports Mr. Graham said: 
“Yes, I have read that my election 
is to ‘be protested, but I am not 
worrying particularly over that. A 
protest was held over my head for a 
year or more after my first cam- 
Paign, but was finally dropped. How- 
ever, that is a matter over which I 
have no control, and I shall meet 
events as they happen.'’

Mr. J, P. Whitney, M,P.P.-elect, 
Premier presumptive of Ontario, ar- 
rived in Toronto last night and re- 
gistered at tho Queen's, with his 
brother, Mr, EB, OC.

Shortly after arriving at the 
Queen's Mr. Whitney met about twen- 
ty of his followers ond was in\consul- 
tation with them for about three 
hours, Naturally the conference dealt 
with the formation of the new Cabi- 
net, and all sorts of rumors were 
floating sround the hotel relative to 
the men Jikely to be called upon, to 
join Mr. itney'’s first Administra- 
tion. Toronto Conservatives had 
been planning for one of their mem- 
bers being Speaker, another Attor- 
ney-Goneral, a third Chairman of 
one of the principal committees, and 
a fourth Minister of Agriculturo. It 
is, however, almost certain that To- 
ronto will have to be content with 
the appointment of Mr. J, J. Poy, 
K.C., as Attorney-General, Col. A. 
J, Matheson has the refusal of the 
Provincial Treasureship, and Mr. W. 
J. Hanna of the Provincial Secretary- 
ship, while the new Ontario men will 
be invited to consult as to whom 
they prefer as Minister of Mincs, Mr, 
J, W, St. John wants the Commis- 
sionership of Orowh Lands, but it is 
now said to be unlikely that he will 
get anything at all. The chances of 
Mr. I, B. Lucas of Centre Grey, for 
the position are more favorable. J. 
H. Carnegle of Past Victoria, is 
spoken of as the favorite for the De- 
partment of Agriculture, with Mr. 
G. N, Kidd of Carleton, as alter- 
nate. Dr, Willoughby, as one of the 
old fighters whose services the now 
Premier is anxious to recognize, is 
Mentioned for the Works Depart- 
ment, although Col, J, S, Hendrie is 
a possibility. It is understood that 
while Mr. Whitney was willing to of- 
fer a Cabinet position to Mr. Andrew 
Miscampbell, that gentleman has ex- 
pressed his preferance for a permanent 
position, such as a Deputy Minister- 
ship in one of tho more important 
departments, being content to wait 
a while for the vacancy. Mr, Whit- 
noy himself will probably bo Minis- 
tor of Wducation.

DROWNED TO SAYE FRIENDS. 


J. A. Maclaren of O\tawa the Victim of 
Peoullar Accid: 


Toronto, Feb. 7—Dr, J. T, Fother- 
ingham of Carlton street, uncle of 
the unfortunate young man, received 
word from Vancouver, 3B.O., last 
night that John Alexander Maclaren, 
fourth son of David Maclaren, the 
well-known capitalist of Ottawa, was 
drowned near Barnet, 12 miles from 
Vancouver, on Saturday afternoon, 
Feb. 4. 

Young Maclaren, with two com- 
rades in a canoe, waS leading the 
way to a camping place for a string 
of canoes containing workmen of the 
Maclaren firm, There were three 
canoes in the lead. Maclaren and his 
comrades were in the first one. They 
struek a heavy sea and were capsized, 
Two of the canoeists caught a log 
end urged Maclaren to join them. 
He declined, believing the log would 
not hold up three. He clung to the 
upturned canoe. The next canoe 
came along and offered to take him 
aboard. He saw it was already 
overladen and told the men to make 
for the: shore and return for him. 

When they returned they found he 
had righted the canoe and had 
crawled into it, but apparently had 
fainted from his exertions and had 
drowned in the water shipped by the 
canoe in being righted. Everything 
was done to revive him, but in vain. 

John Alexander Maclaren was 25 
years of age, an old boy of Bishop 
Ridley College, a second year medi- 
cal student in Trinity University 
and a favorite wherever known. He 
left Toronto three years ago and 
went to the Yukon, .being associated 
with Governor Ogilvie. This winter 
he had come down from the north 
and was in charge of the firm’s in- 
terests in Dritish Columbia at Bar- 
net. The body will be taken to Ot- 
tawa for interment next Monday. 

Conductor Dies of Injury. 


Toronto, Feb. 7—As a result of in- 
juries sustained in an assault com- 
mitted upon him some months ago 
Jomes Galvin, a conductor on the 
Toronto Street Railway, died at his 
home, 382 St, Clarens avenue, on 
Sunday. It was while on a late 
night run last fall that Galvin, in 
demanding the fare from a couplé of 
passengers was set upon by them and 
brutally assaulted. The men were 
sent down for short terms. Galvin 
was 42 years of age, and is surviv- 
ed by a widow and five smal) child- 
ren, 


Brakeman's Fatal Impulse, 


London, Feb. 7.—On Sunday morn- 
ing H, W. Nigh of this city, a C.P. 
R. brakeman, was killed st Elmsdale. 
He ran ahead of his train to turn a 
switch, fell and was killed. He was 
80 years of age, and leaves a widow. 

‘One Killed, Ten Injured. 


Portland, Ore. Feb. 7.—An un- 
known man was killed and ten per- 
sons were injured yesterday in a 
runaway street car. The car ran 
away on a grade, and on striking a 
curve jumped the track. The car 
was almost chopped to pieces before 


the last of the injured could be re- 
moved, 


LEADERS OF REBELS RAN, 


Men Then Surrendered and the Argentina 
Revolt Ie Over. 


Buenos Ayres, Feb. 7.—Government 
troops attacked the rebels, who had 
fortified themselves at Mendoza, at 
dawn yesterday, Soon afterwards 
the rebel leaders and officers fled to 
the mountains, whereupon the men 
surrendored unconditionally. The 1 
bels had sacked the local branch o} 
the National Dank of Buenos Ayres 
and seized $300,000. Numerous ar- 
rests haye been made, and the city 
is now quiet, The revolt is over. 

Late information shows that tha 
insurrectionary movement is now re 
stricted to Cordoba. Generals Wint- 
ter, Denavides, Garfa and Roca, 
with largely superior forces, are sur- 
rounding tho city. The rebels are 
holding Senator Yofre. 

The only group of rebels in tho 
Province of Buenos Ayres, 170 men 
strong, has beon defeated near Piro- 
vano Station Two officers and seven 
men were killed und 121 surrendered, 
Tho rest, with Commandant Villa. 
mayor, are retreating, and Govern- 
mout troops are in pursuit.

EFFORT WAS FUTILE 


Kuropatkin’s Soldiers Could Not 
Drive Back the Japs. 


HELD THEIR OWN ON THE HUN 


Cayualites Wore Very Heavy From Jam, 
25 te Jam, 29, the Japa Losing. 
7,000 aud the Kussians 10,000 Men— 

e Oharge Bu) 2 With 


Mutilating Their 


‘Wonnded. 
Tokio, Feb. 4.—Manchurian head- 
quarters,  telegraphing Thursday, 


says that on that day the Russians 
resumod thoir activity in front of 
the Japanese left, and that thero has 
beon constant skirmishing along tho 
frome of both tho opposing forces, 
exchdnges of hoayy artillery fire tol- 
ing place. The Japanese again 
charged the Russians with mutilo- 
tion of their wounded. 

Portions of the report follow: 

“On Wednesday, Fob. 1, in tho di- 
rection of tho right, small bodies of 
the cnemy attacked us in all direc- 
tions, Our outposts repulsed them, 
On Thursday, Feb, 2, from 6 o'clock 
in tho morning, Russian artillery on 
tho west front of Ta Mountain and 
(Liuchiengtun, shelled Mangshen and 


Putsnowo and their vicinitiés. Tho 
enomy’s infantry immediately sur- 
rounded Pangshen, but we repulsed 


them. 

“In tho direction of tho centro on 
Whuraday the enemy's artillery, situ- 
ated about a mile and a quarter 
north of tha village of Shakhe, and 
on Wenpao Mountain, bombarded 
the southern heights of Shakhe vil- 


luge. Constant collisions between 
scouts took place to the north of 
Chenglingtsu and Yaotun, In the 


direction of tho left, on Thursday, 
the enemy’s artillery fiercely bom- 
barded Chenghiepao, Our artillery 
responded. 

“Tho enemy has built a railroad 
from Suchlatun, which is five miles 
north of Lamuting, to Suhupao, and 
has opened traffic thereon. At oifght 
o'clock on Thursday morming the 
enomy's field and heavy gums concen- 
trated a fire against Yatsupao (two 
miles northeast of Chenghicpao)« 
Subsequently a Russian division en- 
tered tho village of Ohengtun and 
despatched o, brigade to attack us. 
We repulsed the brigade. Our pick- 
ets, consisting of an officer and 28 
men, Was surrounded ncar Huan- 
glashatzo, Jan. 26. Our picket re- 
sisted to tho last, when most of the 
wounded surrendered. ‘Tho enomy 
mutilated all our wounded.’ 

Wield Marshal Oyama's Foport, 

Yield Marshal Oyama, telegraphing 
Thursday, reports that the extreme 
Japanese left holds a line along tho 
Hun River, with its extreme loft es- 


tablished on the right bank. The 
main body of the Russians, after 
their defoat at Helkoutai, retired 


across the Hun River and occupied 
Muyupso, Shufangtal and a portion 
of Changtan. On (Wednesday tho 
Russians bogan constructing dojensive 
works in the neighborhood of Shu- 
fangtai, Chungchiawopeng and Chang- 
ton. Russian cavalry patrols wero 
seon Wednesday along the line of 
Tzuyuta, Pipaetzu and Yuhpaotazu. 
The Russians made a series of small 
attacks on the right army and the 
left Gank of the left army, but were 
repulsed in each instance, 

Details of the fighting from Jan. 
25 to Jan. 29, which Field Marshal 
Oyama officially designates as the 
battle of Holkoutal, shows that the 
operations wera more extensive, the 
forces engaged larger and the fighting 
more desperate than the first reports 
indicated, The Japanese casualties 
totuled 7,000. According to the Dap, 
anoso estimate, the Russians lost o¥- 
er 10,000, The army fought’in ao 
driving snowstorm. It was bitterly, 
cold and very difficult to see, A 
night attack delivered early in the 
morning brought success to the Jap- 
eneso, 

In his report Tield Marshal Oyama 
says: ‘‘Our object had not been at- 
tained, so IT encouraged all columns 
to make night attacks, All columns 
of the attacking force expected an- 
nihilation, We attempted several at- 
tacks and movements, but suffered 
heavily by the enemy's artillery, es- 
pecially the machine guns. All 
coiumns continued the attack with all 
their might. Tho enemy, unable to 
withstand our vigorous attacks, be- 
gan to retreat at 6.80 in tho morn- 
ing. Our forces, charging into 
Heikoutal, occupied the place firmly 
and entirely at 9,80 o'clock in tho 
morning.’* 

Tho ieelen force engaged is esti- 
mated by the Japanese at seven dl- 
visions, with a division of cavalry. 
Prisonors report that the Fourth 
Russian Infantry Regiment was prac- 
tically annihilated, 

Tussians Lose 100, 

St. Petersburg, Mob. 4.—The Bm- 
peror has recolved tho following dos- 
patch from Gen. Kuropatkin: ‘‘Tho 
Japanese, during the night of Jan. 
81, attacked Djantanchenan, on the 
loft bank of the Hun River, opposite 
Changtan, They captured the vil- 
lage, but subsequently were driven 
out ‘with great loss, The Russian 
casualties wore 100, The Japanese 
after @ severe cannonade, ro-attackod 
our forces at Djantanchenan at noon 
Feb, 1. Tho Russians first retired,

HIS MAJESTY THE CZAR. 


Receives Doputation of Five Workmen At 
Taarskoe Selo, 

London, Feb. 4.—A news agency 
despatch from St, Petersburg says 
Imperor Nicholas yesterday received 
at Tsarskoe Solo, a’ deputation of 
five workmen from the State Print- 
ing Works. His Majesty questioned 
each man closely regarding the char- 
acter of the work and hours of em- 
ployment, expressed satisfactlon with 
those who had conscientiously per- 
formed thelr duty and said he hoped 
to visit the establishment in person. 
The audience took place in the great 


hall. His Majesty, im dismissing the 
delegation, asked them to convey 
thanks in his nome to their com- 


rades, who had done good work in 
the service of the state, He express- 
ed satisfaction with the hearing of 
the delegates, 

To Try Gerkl. 

St. Petersburg, Deb. 4.—It is the 
intention of the Government to bring 
Maxim Gorki and seven other auth- 
ors and publicists to trial on politi- 
cal charges. Governor-General Tre- 
poff, who received the Associated 
Press yesterday, said: °‘'The whole 
case is now In the hands of the Min- 
istry of Justice, which is conducting 
the investigation, at the conclusion 
of which the procurator general will 
decide whethor the prisoners shall be 
tried by a civil or a military court,’ 

Six Fersons Die. 

Lodz, Russian Poland, Feb. 4.—In 
a conflict between \troops and strik- 
ers at the Kounitzer factory here yes- 
terday, the former fired, killing six 
persons and wounding 48. Shooting 
also occurred at tho Keller lace fac- 
tory. 

Gerki Still Leckea Up, 

St. Petersburg, Neb. 4.—The report 
of Maxim Gorki's release is incorrect, 
Three of the eight members of the 
delegation to Interior Minister Svia- 
topolk-Mirsky—Hesson, Miskotin and 
Karciefi—who were arrested Jan, 21, 
haye been released provisionally, 
pending an investigation.

Ottawa, Meb. 4.—Willie Armour of 
Carleton Place, aged 14 years, last 
week fell into scalding waoter and 
badly scalded his arms and chest. Ho 
was brought to the Protestant Mos- 
pital here and the scalds proved ob- 
slinate, not healing. The doctors de- 
cided that grafting was the only 
hope, and Robby, an 11-year-old 
prother, bravely consented to sub- 
mit to the operation, parting with 
sufficient skin to saye his brother.

LEE CREATED SENSATION 


Iecent Disposition of Naval Forces Would

London, Ieb. 4,—A speech deliver- 
ed in the Humpshire villoge of Bast 
Leigh Thursday evening by Arthur 
Hamilton Lee, Civil Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, hos created o sensation. 

In dealing with,the recent distribu- 
tion of Great Britain's naval forces, 
Mr. Leo frankly declared thot Great 
Britain had not so much to keap her 
eyes on France and the Mediteran- 
ean, but had to look with anxtety, 
though not with fear, towards the 
North Sea, and the fleats had been 
so distributed a5 to enable them to 
deal with any danger in that direc- 
tfon, should it unfortunately occur. 

If war unhaphily should be declar- 
ed, he continued, wnder existing con- 
ditions the British navy would get 
{ts blow in first, before the ‘other 
side had timo to read in the papers 
that war had been declared. 

He maintained that ‘‘by recent nay- 
al reforms Creat Britain's strength 
as a naval fighting power had been 
practically doubled during the last 
fow weeks,’’ 

The speech, which was delivered at 
a railway dinner, in no wise political 
in character, is commented upon in 
some of tne London morning news- 
papers as exceedingly indiscreet and 
likely to be resented by Germany, 
at which it evidently pointed. The 
Daily Chronicle suggests th@ Pre- 
mier Balfour should muzzle his Civil

DEATH OF PULPIT ORATOR.

Gen: Kuropatkin Tenders His Re- 
signation to the Czar. 


GEN. GRIPENBERG RECALLED 


Difficulties In the Masckarian Campalce 
Blave Wealened tho Hearts of the Com- 
smanders, ihe Chiet ef Whom Fears 
Fo)ieh Disaffection t= Hla Army 
—Mucsim Admits Moadiness te 


Xield On Conditions. 


London, Feb. .6—Gen. Kuropatkin, 
commander of tho Russian forces in 
the War Wast, has tendered his re 
signation to the Emperor, and Gen. 
Gripenberg has been recalled from 
his command of the second Man- 
churian army. 

Despatches say that Gen. Kuropat- 
kin resigned because his relations 
with his generals were unpleasant, 
Another source of Gen. Kuropatkin's 
woes has been his fear of betrayal 
by the Polish troops, of which his 
army bas a large percentage 

With the resignation of General 
Kuropatkin, Duropenn .military  ex- 
perts believe that the Russian Man- 
churian campaign has collapsed. Dis- 
satisfaction prevails among the so)- 
diers owing to the treatment of their 
brothers at home and the officers, 
discouraged with a long string of d- 
feats, have begun to quarrel among 
themselves. 

The transportation of troops 
the Far Past is now made at 
intervals. 

Unconfirmed At St. Petersbarg- 


St. Petersburg, Feb, 6—According 
to Gen. Kuropatkin's latest reports, 
which indicate the wounding of a 
third Russian general, Dembowski, 
the operations at Sandiapu and the

fighting at Shakhe have been mo- 
mentarily suspended. 

‘The Russians successfully repulsed 
the latest attack of the Japanese 
eastward with heavy loss. The cold 
fs still intense, there being 24 de 
grees of irost. * 

There are indications that the 
Japanese are preparing to break 
their inactivity on their own ac- 


count as soon as the weather mod- 
erates. 

‘The War Office is closed and no {fur- 
ther facts regarding the reports that 
Gen. Kuropatkin is about to give up 
his command can be obtained. 

Interest in the ill-starred attempt 
to capture Sandepas is eclipsed by 
the withdrawal of Gen. Gripenberg 
and unconfirmed reports regarding 
the retirement of Gen. Kuropatkin. 
According to the latest information 
received by the Wer Office, opera- 
tions on tho right flank of the Rus- 
sian army are at a standstill. The 
extreme right of the Russians con- 
tinues to hold Chiantsanhenan, on 
the Hun River, six miles northwest 
of Sandepas. 

Rnssia Ready to Yield. 

(London, Feb. 6.—The announcement 
of Germany’s desire to initiate a 
peace movement can now be supple- 
mented with important information 
regarding the attitude of both Rus- 
sid and France. The statement may 
be made without qualification that 
Russia will welcome peace the mom- 
ent she is able to place one signal 
success to the credit of her arms. 
France will offer her services to this 
end whenever such an opportunity 
arises. Hence imperative instructions 
were sent to Gen.,Kuropatkin to at- 
tempt to snatch a victory in a gen- 
eral or partial engagement at any 
cost. 

All Night Artillery Fight. 


Mukden, Feb, 6.—During the night 
of Feb. 1 the Japanese artillery fac- 
ing the Russian right opened a ter- 
rific fire on the Russian positions 
southeast of Sandiapu in preparation 
for’an attack. The Twssian aruuery 
replied, and the. cannonading. lasted 
until after noon. During the night 
of Feb. 2 the Japanese attacked the 
Village of Schantan and adjoining 
Russian positions; but by daylight of 
Feb. 3 they had been defeated along 
the entire front, The Russians even 
advanced slightly. The Russian loss- 
es were about 8300, and those of the 
Japanese were heavy. Japanese pri- 
soners believe than an important 
movement is pending 

Japs Tetake Vantzee Fass. 


Tsinkhetchen, Manchuria, Feb. 6. 
—A reconnoissance in force was un- 
dertaken Feb. 1 by the Russian ad- 
vanced posts towards Dzjantchaon, 14 
miles southeast of Tsinkchtchen. The 
troops started at carly morning and 
by noon drove in the Japanese out- 
Posts to Santzinche, then moving 
round Vantzee Pass, the Russians 
Qanked the position of the Japanese 
east and compelled the Japanese to 
fall back to Chapten Pass. The Rus- 
sians stormed and occupied a_ por- 
tion of Vantzeo Pass at 10.30 p.m., 
but the Japanese being reinforced by 
6,000 men, tha position of the Rus- 
sians was untenable. Having carried 
out the mission of feeling the ene 
my's strength, tho Russians then 
withdrew, fighting, capturing a fow 
Japanese. The Russian loss was nino 
wounded. 

Attack of Russians Repulsed. 


Tokio, Feb. 6.—There wore a num- 
ber of serious skirmishes along the 
Shakhe and Hun Rivers on Friday 
might and small bodies of Russians 
attacked Waike and Titi Mountains 
and places in those vicinities. Re 
ports received from Japanese Man- 
churia headquarters say that all the 
attacks were repulsed.

The Professor is 
2 man of middle age, needless to say 
a Seatehman, and proud ot it, a grad- 
uate of Aberdeen and Oxford, and 
srafare has that pleasant and 
gunefal yoice and pronunciaiion that | 
that combination implies. It will | 
bo remembered thai Mr, MacNaugh~ 
ton removed from Queen's io McGill 
somo time ago, but could not stand 
the material atmosphere that seem. 
ed to permeate evenything around 
McGill, and so came back to his first 
loye, where he is looked upon as one 
of her foremost teachers. 

There were large congregations alt 
bolb services. In the morning Pro- 
fessor MacNpoghton took as his 
text the 2nd verse of the 3rd Epistle 
of Jobo, “I wish above all things 
that thon mayest prosper and b> in 


bealth, even as thy soul pros, 
pereth.” The speaker said that on 
an oeeasion like this, this text 


would bs very appropriate, and he 
was going to divide itupin the good 
old-tasbisned way under three heads; 
ist, that thy business may prosper ; 
2nd, that thy wages may prosper ; 
and 3rd, that thy soul may prosper; 

The Professor pointed out that from 

time immemorial man bad, in a 

measure, looked down on work, al. 

though God had implied in 2nd Gen- 
esis that he was ta work and earn 
bis living by the sweat of his brow, 

What had been intended as a curse 
bad proved a blessing in disguise, and 
good, honest work was after all the 
best thing for anybody aud every— 
body. Ho imstanced the man who 
came to the celebrated Dr. Aber 
netby complaining that he found no 
enjoyment io living, as he could not 
eat ov sleep with any comfont, ond 
the Doctor, sizing him up, prescrib. 
ed that he live on 13 pence a day 
and earn it. When people work they 
expect wages, and John wished his 
correspondeot prosperity there, too. 
Tho preacher analyzed whut wages 
meant. Some work for mere money. 
It was not the highest form of ambi. 
tion, although the majority of peo. 
ple seemed to think so, The man who 
sits out. merely to make money gen- 
erally narrows his true conerption 
of life and becomes 2 mere worship_ 
per of mammon. The really great 
minds of our day in statesmansbip, 
lilerature, or religion, wero poor in 
this world's goods. No one could 
‘think of Paul or Peter or Jesus as! 
having money bags around them—it 
would bo foreign to our appreciation 
of tbem. The speaker evidently | 
bad no use for the mere moneyed 
man, and his keenly ironic pity for 
them and their worshippers was very 
apily and neatiy illustrated. ‘Thy 
last and greatest wish of the napoatle 
fwas that his friend’s SOUL should 
prosper, and after all, on this hinged 
the trne prosperity pf ov-rething 
elss, Ii a man's soul ia as prospering 
else. If a man'ssoul waa prospering 
what mattered ft about anything , 
blsq? MWaa not God his ifavber? 
(Would ‘not these external things bo 
of very small moment if (he inter- 
joal-was all right? The expressions 
of mombers on retiring were Lruly 
characteristic. one worthy Boul 
raying, ‘Wasnt that a splendid sor. 
mon for poor people?’

CANADA'S NEW MINT. _ 


sir Wilfrid Laurier Explains Expected 
Eenefit—Copy =f Mr. Blair's Letter 
‘of Kesizurtion Ordered. 


Ottawa, Feb. 7—That Canada, 
with an annual gold production of 
$20,000,000, should have her own 
mint, and that the circulation of 
Canadian specie throughout the com 
mercial world, which will naturally 
follow the conversion of her native 
gold into coin of various denomins- 
tions up to $20, will be a potent fac- 
tor In developing and expanding the 
commercial interests of Canada, wes 
the position taken by Sir Wilfria 
Laurier in the House yesterday. The 
Premier also presented’ for the con— 
sideration of the House the alluring 
picture of a Canadian mint coining 
British sovereigns out of Canadian 
gold as a contrast to the existing 
-condition under which Canadian gold 
is sent to the United States to be 
minted into foreign coinage and Can- 
adlan coin is the product of the Im- 
Pperial mint. The discussion was pre 
cipitated by the imism displayed 
by Mr. J. G. and 
echoed by Hon. George E. Fos- 
ter, regarding the necessity for 
the new mint, the contract for which 
the Minister of Public Works announ- 
ced he had let. Sir Wilfrid, replying 
to a question regarding the Yonge 
‘strest bridge, intimated that the 
Government had abéolotely nothing 
to do with the matter of expediting 
the work of construction, the com- 
Mmencement of which was a matter be- 
tween the railway companies and the 
city of Toronto.

AN ASSASSIN’S WORK 


Procurator-General 


Shot Down in His Home. 


PRECURSOR OF TERRORISM 


1 With Revolvers with 
Both Wore Wi 
and Assassin Was Ari 

Crime Was of a Political 


Natore, 


Helsingfors, Fe i 
Inten, [Procurator of Vin- 
Jand, who ‘before he was onnobled 
was known by the nume of Johnosson, 
was assassinated yesterday by o 
young man, whose identity up to 
the present time hus not been deter- 
minced, The assassin and Solninten’s 
son were both wounded in a revol- 
ver ducl following the killing, ‘The 
motive of the crime apparently was 
purely political, the sinin official 
being a prominent member of the 
Government party, 

The murderer appeared at the pro- 
curator’s residence at 11 o'clock yes- 
terday and sent in o card bearing in 
French the name of Alexander Gadd, 
who is in the Russian service. Uhe 
young man, who was smartly dress- 
ed in an oflicer’s uniform, was 
promptly admitted to the officials 
private study, and on his entrance 
fired four shots from o revolver, one 
of the bullets piercing the breast of 
tho procurator, who expired almost 
immediately. 


Fights Agcassin. 


His 17-year-old son, hearing the 
shots, rushed in from on adjoining 
room and fired three or four shots at 
his father’s assailant, whose right 
Jeg was broken below the knee by a 
bullet. He was also slightly wound- 
ed in the shoulder, and a finger of 
his hand was struck. The assassin 
fired the one bullet remaining in his 
revolver at Soininten's son, wound- 
ing him slightly in the calf of his 
right leg. He then endeayored to es- 
cape, but fell unconscious to the 
floor in the ante-room. There he was 
seized, Doctor Wasatjerna was call- 
ed immediately, but found the pro- 
curator beyond need of his services. 
The assassin was removed to the sur- 
gical hospital, where he lies guarded 
by police, answering no questions 
and evidently unconscious. His re- 
covery, however, is thought to be 
certain. Up to the present the au- 
thorities have been unable to iden- 
tify him. He is of dark complexion 
and apparently belween 25 and 30 
years of age. 

The Seantor's Career. 


Johnsson was born in 1856, and 
practiced at the Finnish bar. He was 
highly esteemed, and had held vari- 
ous Government appointments, in- 
cluding that of provincial judge. He 
Was appointed Procurator of tha 
Senate in 1901, and in the same year 
was made Procurator-General of tha 
Duchy of Finland. Johnsson was re- 
garded as a wise and patriotic ofli- 
cial. Tt is understood that it was at 
his initiative that the Winns exiled 
by Governor-General Bobrikoff wera 
allowed to return to Winland. 

Precursor of Terrerism. 


St. Petersburg, Peb. 7.—The news 
of the assassination of Soisalon So- 
ininten, Procurator-General of F 
land, though occurring before noon 
on Monday, was not known general 
ly in St. Petersburg last night, but 
May be expected to produce an im- 
mense sensation when it becomes 
public, as it will be regarded as tho 
precursor of an era of terrorism for 
which the events of January in St. 
Petersburg and throughout Russia 
gave the Signal, Until the identity of 
the assassin is known it will be im- 
POGsble to establish positively tho 
motive for the attempt, but the pre 
sent conditions in Finland render it 
almost certain that the crime is of a 
purely political character and of the 
same nature as that of Count Bobri- 
koff, the Governor-General of Fin: 
Jund, in June of last year. 


Enssification Opposed. 


The Russification ef Poland has 
been meeting with great opposition 
and creating much bitterness, especi- 
ally since the formation of the party 
of active resistance, recruited irom 
the bolder spirits of the original 
party of passive resistance to which 
the perpetrator of the latest crime 
probably belongs. With the confer 
ence of revolutionary parties of Rus: 
sia, comprising representatives o! 
tho Finnish active resistance part 
the Polish National League, the Ru: 
sian Emancipationists and other re 
volutionary organizations in Berlin 
last November, a program for gener- 
al concerted action Was drawn up 
and the assassin of Soininten un- 
doubtedly was in touch with the dis: 
satisficd eloment throughout Russia: 

Plot Against Government. 

Berlin, Feb. 7.—The Vossische 
Yaeitung’s correspondent at Czesto- 
chowa send the following; "Tho 
military are taking sharp measures 
against the populace. Many soldiers 
and police have already beon killed, 
Some high officers have been arrested 
for plotting against the Government, 
The people are living in extreme ex- 
eitement and great foar, Many have 
flod to foreign countries. Where have 
been a number of dynamite explos- 
jons caused by Socialists, but they 
have failed to do much damage, The 
Schools have been ¢losed.

It isssaid to be 
the first occasion on which ,tclegraph 
Communication has thus been stop- 
ped sinco the war began, Various 
possible causes are discussed, such 
as the extension of the strike move- 
mont to tho Siberian Railway ond 
important correspondence with Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin. Little attention is 
paid here to rumors of peace media- 
tion, but The Chronicle's St. Peters- 
burg correspondent sends the state- 
ment, which, however, is not cou- 
firmed in other despatches, that the 
recent conference of the Grand Ducal 
party to consider the far eastern 
prospects arrived at an agreement as 
to the desirability of ending the wav, 
and that the rumor of General Kuro- 
patkin’s resignation was started to 
facilitate negotiations for poaco.

The Japanese at San- 
taitz and Saodameng were repulsed, 
The Russian losses were insignificant. 

“The Japanese resumed the offen- 
sive along the line to Chuanchuantse 
to-day. Several of their batteries 
advanced, but the Russian artillery 
repulsed them.” 

Kuropatkia Stays Ox. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 7.—The Asso- 
ciated Press is authorized to an- 
nounce that not tho slightest infor- 
mation has been received at the War 
Office regarding the alleged illness or 
resignation of Gen. Kuropatkin. On 
the contrary, the War Office's infor- 
mation indicates no*change whatever 
in the headquarters staff in Man- 
churia, and that the departure of 
Gen. Gripenberg for St. Petersburg 
is duo to illness. The version of the 
departure of Gen, Gripenberg now 
given in the best informod unoflicial 
circles is that the general left the 
front because he exceeded General 
Kuropatkin’s orders in Pushing be 
yond Sandepas and needlessly sacri- 
flced thousands of men. This led 
Kuropatkin to demand Gripenberg’s 
recall, 

Japan Shuts Out Foreicmers. 


Tokio, Mob, 7.—After debate in the 
Japanese House of Representatives, 
the amendment to the mining aw, 
prohibiting foreigners to work Jap- 
anese mines, was passed during Mon- 
day's session, 

The bill was fought bitterly by the 
foreign residents here, having mining 
interests in Japan, and the Govern- 
ment has beon severely censured for 
advocating a measure which must 
necds antugonize certain influential 
interests whose good-will is believed 
by many to bo important and neces- 
sory at this time.

vent Floods On the 
River. Thames. 


Ottawa, Feb. 14.—(Special.)—The es— 
timates of the department of public 
works were under consideration in the 
house to-day. Progress was by no 
means rapid. The opposition criticized 
the proposed expenditures very close— 
ly and yigorourly condemned the prac— 
tice of erecting expensive public bulld= 
ings in small towns. 

These bills were introduced: 

An act respecting the Canadian 
Northern—Mr. Parmalee. 

An act respecting the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company—Mr. Bole. 

An act incorporating the St Anne's, 
Three Rivers and St. Maurice Blectric 
Railway Company. 

Mr, Geoffrion introduced a bill to 
amend the act respecting the jurisdic— 
tion of the exchequer court as to ral!— 
ways, The bill gives orders of the ex- 
chequer court regarding the sale of 
railways the same force in the matter 
of title to the purchaeer as the order 
of a provincial court. 

Mr. Borden called attention of the 
government to the delay in mak— 
ing the return of the elec 
tion of the member-elect for the Yo— 
kon. The election was held on Dec 
16, and, according to information giv— 
en the house, the member would not 
be able to take his seat before the end 
of Mareb. 

During all this time the Yakon would 
be disfranchised. Mr. Borden said that 
as he interpreted the law a returning 
officer could delay his declaration a= 
Jong as he pleased. The law, he thought 
should be amended to require the de— 
claration to be made within a certain 
specified time. 

The prime minister said if there had 
been apy correspondence with the re— 
turning officer in the Yukon it was car— 
ried on with the secretary of state 
He promised to make a statement to 
the house to-morrow. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick concurred in Mr. Bor— 
den's interpretation of the election law,. 
and admitted that sn amendment was 
in order. The law, he said, had been 
in force for 25 years without any dimfi— 
culty arising, but the Yukon case 
showed the necessity of an amend— 
ment ‘ 

The house went into committee to 
consider Mr. Fisher's resolution provid— 
ing for the collection of statistics other 
than those contained in the census 
The objects of this resolution were 
yery fully considered in a previous de— 
hate, but Mr. Fisher found that the 
opposition’s thirst for Information was 
stil far from satisfied. The minister 
of agriculture was questioned in re- 
gard to every aspect of the proposed 
stauslical bureau. He answered as ful- 
ly as he could, and on passing the re- 
solution the house certainly did not ect 
on incomplete information. The re— 
solution carried, but the opposition de- 
clined to go on with the bill, and sup-- 
ply was called. 

On the motion to go into supply, Mr- 
Clements of West Kent drew at— 
tention to the grievance existing by 
reason of floods of the River Thames. 
between Chatham and Lake St. clair, 
which last year had caused damage 
to the farmers amounting to between 
2175,000 and $200,000.

Ottawa, Feb. 10.—The possibility 
of Canadian industrial development

{ duct of which is afterwards export- 
ed, was impressed upon the House 
yesterday. Mr. W. F, Maclean, who

tions upon diverse matters, and in 
supply satisfactory progress was 
made in voting money for the Public 
Works Department,

The 
average price in Alberta was $19 per 
ecre, in Assiniboia $6.69, and in 
Saskatchewan $86,564, 

Ro Satety of Ships, 


The House went into Committee on 
Mr. Sinclair’s bill to amend the act 
respecting the safety of ships. The 
pill enables ships to carry during 
winter navigation lumber between the 
main and shelter decks. This is now 
forbidden by existing law, The var- 
ious clauses of the bill were passed, 
‘but the bill will be held over till it 
is approved by the Board of Trade of 
England. 

BE. M. McDonald, Pictou, N.S., in- 
troduced a bill respecting the Grand 
Trunk Railway. The purpose of the 
pill is to authorize the Grand Trunk 
Railway Co. to acquire bonds and 
preference and common shares of the 
Canada Atlantic Railway Co., and 
hold the same cither by themselves 
oS a company or in the name of trus- 
tees, also to provide that the com- 
pany may guaranteo the payment of 
tho principal and interest of the 
‘bonds so acquired and to be held by 
them, not exceeding the sum of £3,- 
292,200 sterling. 

Mr. McDonald introduced another 
bill respecting the Oanada Atlantic 
Railway.

10.—Information 
has been ‘reecived by the board of 
foreign missions of the Presbyterian 
Church in this clty that the Presby- 
terian Churches in India have been 
united into one general assembly, af- 
ter a Series of meotings at Allala- 
bad, The News comes from Princi- 
pal A, H. Bwing of the Allahabad 


Christian College, ‘The churches in- 
cluded are: 
The Church of Scotland, United 


Free Church of Bcotland, Presbyter- 
ion Church of Ireland, Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of Am- 
erica, Reformed (Dutch) Church of 
America, and Presbyterian Church of 
Canaoda. f 

‘They have 83 Presbyteries ond 232 
churches, and a total community of 
78,083. 

This is said to be the first oc- 
cusion in which churches of America 
and Wurope have been united. 


Snow Stops Lezislatures. 
Montreal, Feb. 10.—A despatch 
from Charlottetown states that the 
storm there was So severe Wednesday 
that all trains and boats were hung 
up. Asa result tho members of the 
Legislature were unable to reach tho 
capital, and os there was not a 
quorum here for the opening of the 
session, it had to be adjourted for a 
week. 
Lieut.-Governor MacKinnon reached 
the capital in time by trudging in on 
snowshoes, 
The storm also delayed the open- 
ing of the Nova Scotia Legislature, 
which was to have been opened yes- 
terday afternoon. So many members 
were snowbound that the opening 
was postponed till to-day. 


Hold Elections First. 


London, Feb. 10.—(C.A.P.)—Lord 
Spencer, Liberal leader in the House 
of Lords, in a leteer to Gorrie 
Grant, the Liberal member for Rug- 
by, says no conference can settle tha 
fiscal question until the country has 
pronounced its opinion on it. It 
should be impress on all classes 
that a tariff with low duties, as now 
proposed, admits the principle of 
protection.

vious, It is problematical whether 


America will ever take the greater 
part of Canada’s surplus wheat. for 
that the United Kingdom js the chic 
market, but is the United Kingdom 
to be penalized also? We do not 
think the Canadian farmer or aver- 
age Canadian Imperialist would read- 
ily agree to that, yet there would te 
difficulty in drawing a distinction. 

‘The crux may be got over, but even 
then there remains the increasing 
body of Canadian farmers to reckon 
with. Their object is to sell as much 
wheat as possible, and though he 
may succeed we think that Mr. Meigh- 
an will have some work to do be 
fore convincing wheat growers that 
“sending wheat to the United Stnr- 
es might temporarily benefit the 
Northwest farmer, but in the long 
run it would be to his disadvantage."* 

There is much to commend the pro- 
posal, much in it to command the 
Sympathy of the Mother Country, 
After all, it is for the trade of the 
United Kingdom that the millers, 
both of Canada and the United 
States are contending. Canadians 
may be assured that we mean to do 
what we reasonably can to help the 
industry of our fellow citizens in the 
Dominion.

$5300. The commission has cost, exclu- 
sive of salaries, $37,965. No private sec 
retaries are employed by the board- 

‘The tota| receipts and expenditures 
of the Intercolonial Railway and 
branches for the current year up to 
Dec. 31, 1904, were stated by Mr. Em- 
Merson to be as follows: Working ex- 
penses, $4,104,018; receipts, $3,621,263. The 
amounts spent on the Intercolonial, 
including the purchase of lines, we 


im 1897, $145,142; In 1898, $252,367; in 
1899, $1,081,929; in 1900, $1,796,348; in 
1901, $3,683,836; in 1902, $4,621,841; in 
1903, $2,264,256, and from June 380 to Dec. 


31, 1904, $733,221. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier stated in reply 
to Major Fowler that the minister of 
finance was considering the question of 
calling in and redeeming at their face 
value worn silyer coins. 

Mr. Henderson was informed that one 
charter has been granted by the goy- 
ernor-in-council under the penny bank 
act of 1903. The company has not, how- 
ever, received the certificate of the 
treasury, which would enable it to 
carry on business: 

Mr. Lancaster ‘introduced a bill to 
amend the act respecting certificates to 
masters and “mates of ships. He ex- 
plained that the bill standing for a 
second reading contains an objection- 
able clause. “He would, therefore, drop 
the first bill and Introduce a new one. 

Mr. Foster asked about the letter 
containing Mr. Blair's resignation as 
chairman of the railway commission, 
also the telegram to the prime minister 
on the same subject.

Mr. Bergeron called the attention of 
the government to the political crisis 
in Quebec. He sid a member of the 
Dominion government had gone to 
Quebec to straighten out the tangle. 
He had heard it rumored also that 
Premier Parent had been promised a 
place on the Grand Trunk Paolfic con- 
struction commission, provided he 
would retire from the premiership at 
the end of the session. 

Sir Wilfrid jocularly dismissed Mr. 
Bergeron’s suspicions, and assured the 
house that no promises of any kind had 
been made to Mr- Parent. 


Ralph Smith's Bill. 


The Government's refusal to pro- 
nounce their position gave every 
member a free hand in the House 
yestorday to discuss Mr, Ralph 
Smith's bill authorizing the registra- 
tion of the union label. Opposition 
members; Jed by Mr. Borden, tried in 
vain to get the Government to com- 
mit themselves, but, as Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier said, there were bills intro- 
duced by private members upon 
which {hey were not called to make 
a decision, and every one was free 
to take the position he chose, irre- 
spective of party lines. The bill was 
thorefore discussed with much free 
dom. Considerable criticism was of- 
fered, and in tho end Mr. Demers of 
St. John and Iberville offered an 
amondmont that the label be only al- 
lowed to incorporated unions, thus 
fixing a responsibility on the unions 
which they did not otherwise hav 
Although Mr, Smith had just prey- 
iously said this was his own view of 
what should be done, he was com- 
pelled to object to it as representing 
the views of those who asked for 
tho passage of the mensuro. The 
committee then rose to give the mat- 
tor further consideration,

RUSSIAS UPHEAVAL 


Troops and Strikers Meet Again 
in Bloody Conflict. 


ANOTHER HEAVY DEATH LIST 


Mapid Spread ef Labor Diserdere im Fas- 
sin—Conflicte With the Military Re- 
perted Frem Several Quarters—Over 
20,000 Men Out Im St, 
barc—Nevolotienary Element

St. Petersburg, Feb. 11,—St, Pet~ 
ersburg is face to face with o renew- 
al of the labor upheaval, the {mme- 
diate incitement being tho failure of 
the workmen to secure payment for 
the time they were out on strike, 
added to tho fact thot there has 
been no adjustment of the demands 
which led to the strike last month. 
The Putiloff Iron Works, where the 
former strike originated, is playing 
the principal role. 

here are 80,000 workmen already 
out within the metropolis, and the 
workmen at the torpedo factory at 
Kolpino, eighteen miles distant, also 
have joined the strikers, There is a 
strong prospect of the movement ex- 
tending. Only energetic measures by 
the troops and the police prevented 
the resumption of the former tactics 
of the strikers, marching from fac- 
tory to factory and inducing or com- 
pelling employes to lay down their 
tools Thus for there has been no 
disorder in St. Petersburg, but cir- 
cumstantial reports that the revolu- 
tionary element is about to join 
with the strikers and resort to bormb- 
throwing are causing grave appre- 
hensjons. 

‘Tho workmen yesterday held sever- 
al orderly meetings in open fields, 
and big assemblages are scheduled 
for to-day. Sunday will be tho cruc- 
fal time. The position of the work- 
men is distinctly weaker than it was 
three wecks ago, for they are with- 
out money. 

The chicf storm centre is about the 
Putilof Iron Works and neighboring 
industries, The scenes in this vicin- 
ity resembled those of the troublous 
times in January. 

28 Hilted, 36 Weunded. 


Sosnovice, Feb. 11.—On Thursday 
@ mob invaded the yards of the Ka- 
therinen Works, demanding that the 
workmen in charge of the electrical 
machinery there join in the strike. A 
company of soldiers intervened ond 
a Polish officer gave the order to 
fire, with the result that 28 persons, 
including a high school pupil, fell 
dead, and 36 were seriously wound- 
ed. These latter were removed to a 
hospital, where five of them have 
since died. A number of others were 
slightly wounded.

INTERESTING LETTER FROM MISS 
DICKSON, OF FENELON FALLS, 


Presbyterian Missionary atthe Port of 
Macao, South China, 

Below we publish an extract from 
a jelter receutly received by 2L'ni- 
say lady from Miss Agnes Dickson, 
daughter of Mr. Jas. Diekson, of Feu- 
ejon Falls, who left for China in Oc— 
toler last ap ao accredited mission- 
ary of tho Presbyterian church; 

Macao is one of the prettiest spots. 
I have ever seen. It is pract caliy 
an isjand, and the [rest sea breezs 
render it particularly healthful. The 
heusess are buijt maiu}y of plaster- 
cd brick, painted in all ¢olors of tha 
raipbow, and all haviog green shut- 
ters owiog to the intense heat in 
the cummer months. They are fresh- 
ened frequently with s new coat of 
kalsamine. The Portugueseseem to 
spepd much thought and energy op- 
op the beautifying of the streets, 
purks atd gardens, the latter of 
whioak are very boautiini, especially 
Camoens, which contains the grotto 
and bust of the exiled poat. He 
wrote an ode lo Macuo beginnioz, 
“Gen of the Orient earth, and open 
sea, Afacuo.”” 

Ovr mission home is situated ubove 
the native city, facing the Portu- 
wucse parade ground, and o low hill 
surmounted by the oldest lighthouse 
in China. This bill shuts out our 
view of the sea, but the wide wall 
round it along the shorc, knowo as 
the Cliff Walk, is very beautiful.

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COSSACKS KILL 18 


Punish Disloyal and Mutinous 
Reserves. 


CONSCRIPT RESERVES RIOT 


Will Folice Officer, Smash Trals Windows 
and Lool the Shops On the Outskirts 
of Kief, the ‘Jerasslem cf Rasaia'! 
Japs Damage Ballwsy—Kan\- 


bars Succeeds Gripenberg— 


Sirlkes Subsiding. 


Berlin, Fob. 14.—Whatever the dis- 
position of the Russian army 45 o 
wholo, tho army reserves in the Rus- 
sian provinces bordoring on Gor- 
many are not only disloyal but mu- 
tinous, 

New and serious disturbances have 
broken out among the resorves and 
conscripts who are being mobilized 
or who aro being seat to the Far 
Past. 

A large body of reserves looted the 
shops on the outskirts of Kiefl, the 
great pilgrim city, which jis called 
the ‘‘Jerusalem of Russia,"’ The raw 
soldiers killed tho officer in com- 
mand of the police who tried to re- 
strain them. Thon a detachment of 
Cossacks fired on the reserves, kill- 
ed eighteen and wounded more than 
eighty. 

At Nicfn, in the same neighbor- 
hood, a regiment of reserves was 
about to take train for the seat of 
war. When the train drew up these 
soldiers smashed all tho windows in 
the cars 

When orders were given to get 
aboard and start the train, hundreds 
of soldiers gathered in front of the 
locomotive and swore they would not 
budge. Some even throw themselves 
on tho rails, crying that they would 
rather be killed by a locomotive near 
their homes than by Japanese bul- 
lots in Manchuria. 

At Hursk a party of reserves at- 
tacked the threo officials who Wore 
directing their mobilization, killing 
one and badly wounding the others, 
After s summary trial the ringlead- 
ers were shot in the prison yard 
next morning 

In the Provinces of Podona and 
Volhynin, 300 reserves, rather than 
start for the Far Wast, fled into the 
woods, where they are wandering 
about in the deep snow. They must 
be suffering great hardships. Parties 
of Cossacks have been sent to cap- 
ture them, with strict orders to 
shoot them if they resist, 


Japs Damage Rallway. 


St, Petersburg, Feb. 14.—A des- 
patch from General Kuropatkin made 
public yesterday is the following: 

“Warly in the morning of Feb. 12 
three hundred Japanese cavalry at- 
tacked a bridge near Fengtzkong and 
damaged thirty yards of the rail- 
road. Train service was resumed af- 
ter some delay. 

“The Japanese bombarded Pouti- 
loff (Lone Tree) Hill and Sekhoyan 
with siege guns Feb, 11. One officer 
was killed and several wero wounded. 

‘According to corrected returns the 
Japanese prisoners captured from 
Jan. 25 to Jan. 29, total 343, of 
whom 221 were wounded. 

Kaulbors Promoted. 


St. Petersburg, Feb. 14.—A tele- 
gram from Sochetum says General 
Kaulbars (commander of the Third 
Manchurian Army), has taken over 
the command of the second Man- 
churian army recently vacated by 
General Gripenberg. j 

Bombarding Agala, 


Tokio, Feb. 14.—The Russians con- 
tinued to bombard portions of Field 
Marshal Oyama's centre and right 
on Saturday last, Feb. 21, The Rus- 
sians continue the construction of de- 
fensive works on their right, to the 
southwest of Mentapan, where they 
ore erecting an epaulement for a 
battery of 24 guns. The Japanese re 
cently surrounded a Russian cayalry 
detachment near Hsienchang, killing 
three of the encmy and wounding 
eleven, 


STRIKE SITUATION 
All Werks Except Threo Have 
Operations. 


St. Petersburg, Feb, 14,—The strike 
situation, according to reports from 
the interior, is everywhere jmproy- 
ing, even in Poland. Here all dan- 
ger of a ronewal of an acute stago 
seems to have passed. All the works 
with the exception of the Putiloff 
Tron Works and two others have re- 
sumed work, Tho Tmperinl Ukase 
summoning a joint commission of 
masters and workmen, chosen by 
themselves, to investigate the causes 
of discontent among the laborers, 
was posted at all the works yester- 
day, creating 1 favorable impression, 
The Government has increased wages 
at all the Goyernment shops and 
also the pay of the railroad employes 
by 15 to 20 per cent.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 14—In ao 
statement M, Demchiasky, a promi- 
nent Liberal, expreases the opinion 
that autocracy will be swept away 
by actual revolution within two 
yours, He says: ‘This is the thresh- 
hold of revolution; but revolution it- 
self has nol begun; for it we lack or- 
ganization and experience.

RUSSIA IS WILLING 


To Cease the War in the Eest 


Upon These Terms, f 


WAY BLOCKED BY INDEMNITY 


St. Petersburg Opinion te That Be- 
cause of the Internal Troubles of 
the Empire and the Difficulty in 

Carrying on War, Peace 
Will Soon Be Con- 
cluded. 


London, Feb. 22—A despatch to Reu- 
ters Telegram Co. from St. Petersburg 
confirming advices of Feb. 17, and Feb. 
18, from St. Petersburg, to the effect 
that peace was under consideration, 
adds: 

“The question of peace has not only 
been formally discussed, but the con- 
ditions on which Russia 1s prepared 
to make peace have practically been 
agreed upon. These are as follows: 

“Corea to be placed under Japanese 
surerainty. 

“Port Arthur and the Liaotung Pe- 
ninsula to be ceded to Japan. 

“Viadivostock to be declared a nev- 
tral port, with an open door. 

“The eastern Chinese R. R. to be 
Placed under neutral international ad- 
toinistration. 

“Manchuria, as far north es Harbin, 
to be restored as an integral part of 
the Chinese Emplre”’ 

The difficulty lies in settling the 
question of indemnity upon which ft 
is known that Japan insists, but it is 


thought that this question is not in- 
superable 

The most trustworthy opinion at St. 
Petersburg is that, in yiew of the in- 
ternal situation and the enormous dif- 
ficully in carrying on the war, peace 
en the terms outlined will be concluded 
within a comparatively short time, if 
the indemnity question can be ar- 
ranged, but it is quite possible that 
Russia will risk another battle before 
a decision is reached. 


STOESSEL IN THE CRIMEA.

Kaffa, Crimea, Feb, 22—LiettGen. 
Stoessel, the former commander at 
Port Arthur, arrived here yesterday.

Regarding his motives, the assassin 
said he only acted in the interests of 
an oppressed people.

The 
Grand Duke had for years violated 
every canon of ordinary decency and 
ruined the country, while exploiting 
the weak will of the Emperor for their 
own ends.

Ottawa, Feb. 17.—After a pro- 
tracted debate, in the course of 
which the various features of the 
measure were thoroughly discussed 
in’ committes, Mr. Fisher‘s bill re- 
specting the fospection and sale of 
eds was reported to the House and 
atands for third reading. As o re- 
suit of his interviews: with the

Among the proposals referred to are: 
To place an import duty on No. 9, 
12 and 18 wire, now free; to put a 
tax on binder twine, and to levy on 
import duty on lumbsr. They pro- 
test against adding the above arti- 
tles to the Ust of taxed articles, and 
are also opposed to any proposal 
looking to a restriction by Parlia- 
ment of the markets the farmers sell 
in. A serious restriction would he 
imposed by putting an export duty 
on wheat; Protests are also mare 
against the granting of subsidies to 
railway promoters and bounties to 
iron manufacturers. 

‘The report soidi ‘In view of the 
fact that even Cuba can secure rail- 
ways without bosusing them, the 
Grange emphatically declares that 
the time has-come when an end 
should be put tothe granting of 
land to railway corporations; and 
that where aid is necessary it should 
take the form of a loan, to be te- 
paid with Interest.’” 

The Dominion Parliament will be 
urged to enact a:law limiting the 
speed of trains crossing streets in 
villages and towns, and the railway 
commissioners: will be urged’ te adopt 
measures to prevent the loses of life 
by shunting at crossings. 

A local law which the Grangers 
want changed is the Assessment Act. 
A secret ballot will be welcomed. 
They recommend that the Dominion 
Goyernment take over trunk tele- 
phone lines in order to facilitate the 
formation of municipal or co-opera- 
tive telephone-systems. ~

Cumr's Uncle and Brother-In-Law 
Dies by Assassination. 


GRAND DUKE SERGIUS FIRST 


Wie Hety Blown To Fragm and Hie 
Wend Severed—Was Driving Outelde 
lee Kromalim Walle When Fate Over- 
Qvek Mim—Si. Fetersburg and 
Meccow In Btate of 


Torror. 


Moscow, ’ Feb, 18.—While Grand 
Wuke Sergius "was driving yesterday 
from the Nicholas Palace through 
the Senate quarter, his carriage was 
followed by two cabs, At, the Law 
Courts o sleigh in which were two 
mon, one of whom was’ dressed as a 
workman, went quickly ahead of the 
Grond Duke's carringo. The sleigh 
fhen slowed up to allow the carrj- 
age to pass, and at that moment a 
bomb ‘was thrown beneath tho carri- 
age. Tho force of the explosion broke 
‘all the windows of the Law Courts 
end the report was heard outside the 
city. 

‘The carriage was blown to pieces, 
mothing but the four wheels remain- 
ing. The horses were not hurt and 
‘volted, 

‘Tho Grand Duke was instantly kill- 
ed. His head wos blown off actually 
‘being soparated from his body, which 
was frightfully mangled. 

‘The coachman was also killed. He 
‘was so frightfully burned by the ex- 
plosive with which the bomb was 
charged that he died while being 
‘taken to a hospital. The murderers 
‘were arrested. 


Sonsntion ta St. 


St. Petersburg, Feb, 18, 4.50 p.m. 
—The news of the tragedy in which 
Grand Duke Sergius was blown up 
created a tremendous sensation in 
St, Petersburg, where the announce- 
ment by telephone from Moscow ar- 
rived during the afternoon. 

Owing to the intense'excitement 

revailing at Moscow, few particu- 
ars are ascertainable. 

The tragedy in reality wap no 
great eurprise, as it was known that 
the terrorists had already condemned 
tho Grand Duke to death, and ever 
since the affair of January 22 the 
Inauguration of° a bomb-throwing 
campaign had been expected, 

Grand Duke Sergius, who was a 
‘brother-in-law, as well as uncle, of 
the Emperor, and who had exercised 
immense influence at court, was re- 
garded as the most reactionary of the 
Grand Dukes. 


Persecuted Jows and Students. 


As Governor-General of Moscow, 
the Grand Duke Sergius was in- 
tensely unpopular. His advent as 
Governor-General was followed by ex- 
pulsion of the Jews from the central 
Provinces, and throughout the _Ad- 
ministration his rigorous and harsh 
measures aroused the greatest hostil- 
Sty, especially among the students, 
Two years mgo, jafter the studenta’ 
siot, in which many were killed or 
Wounded, several hundred expulsions 
to Siberia followed under the or- 
‘Gers of Grend Duke Sergius and Gen- 
eral Trepof, now Governor-General of 
St. Petersburg, but who was then 
Chief of Police of Moscow. As there 
‘were many threate made against his 
life, the Grand Duke was obliged to 
flee to his cummer residence, twenty 
miles frem the city, During the re- 
cent otrike Gisturbances the Grand 
Duke left the Diskoutchny Palace om 
the outskirts of the clty, where he 
had been living, and took refuge ta- 
‘side the ramparts of the Kremlin, 
twhere he hed since ved im what ig 
known as the little palace, opposite 
the famous etatue of Alexander II, 
The trip to the Kremlin on that oc- 

casion wes made at night, between 
Bolid lines of troopa. 


Wealthy and Handsome. 


Grand Duke Sergius was the 
wealthiest member of the Imperial 
Yamily. He was tall, handsome, and 
cordial in manner, in spite of the 
Futhless fashion in which he exer- 
cised his authority as Governor-Gen- 
eral. Hoe was childless, but had 
adopted two children of his brother 
Paul, who was banished on account 
of a morgantic alliance. Sergius’ re- 
cord as a soldier wos not prilliant.

The Grand Duke is understood to 
have been condemned to death by 


the revolutionary party in December 
last. 


Tho Governor-Gencralship of Mos- 
cow wos abolished early in the year, 
and the Grand Duke, according to 
despatches from Moscow on Jan 
4, kept closely to the well-guarded 
Molcousld Palace on the atetirts of 
Moscow, retaining his position of 
commander-in-chief of the military 
district. Later in January, however, 
it was announced that the Grand 
Duke had sought refuge in one of 
the palaces of the Kremlin. He has 
been classed as the most reactionary 
member of the Imperial family, os 
the head of what is referred to as 
the war party, and has been stigma- 
Kized by the Liberals os Russia's 
evil genius. 

Grand Duke Sergius was

There is a water tank a 
few miles below Shelburne, and thi- 
ther three locomotives, the propelling 
force for a large snow plow, had gone 
to take in a supply. The engines 
were long in returning to join forces 
with three other locomotives with 
which they had been acting in con- 
cert, and those in charge of the lat- 
ter; thinking that their co-workers 
had become blocked and were unable 
to move, set out to lend aid.

A driving wind was scurling the 
banked up snow alongside the tracks 
blinding, clouds that obscured the vi- 
sion.

(From Our Owo Correspondent. 

Tt would appeor that the ocautry wast 
be snow-bound, os we have not had any 
mail for nearly a week, We are six days’ 
mail behind now, Feb, 15, and no telling 
when we may get the next. The roads 
running north and south around here are 
completely blocked, and drifting every 
day. The people hero tried to shovel out 
the roads last Saturday, but by Monday 
they were much worse than ever, with a 
perfect blizzard blowing. They then tried 
the fiolds, but in five minutes after a team 
went through you could not see the trail. 
Notwithstanding thie atte of wfluirs, our 
mail carrier, Mr. Wm. Muir, donned a 
pair of snowshoes on Tuesday’ morning, 
got his mail bag on his shoulder, and 
tramped it all the way to Victoria Road, a 
distance of over cloven miles, and back 
the same day withoutany mail. On Wed- 
nesday (to-day) he ogain made his way 
through with his horse and cutter, and re- 
turnedjwithout.eny mail,.so I have a 
rived at the conclnsion that other places 
mnst be even worse off than ourselves, 
else they Are not so persevering. As it 
is, as far as we are concerned we have 
been completely isolated from the reat of 
the world for nearly a week. It will cost 
the country considerable to open the roads 
fit for travel again. The question—in this 
section at leest—ia, who is responsible for 
80 doing? Some people will any, “‘Notiry 
the pathmaster and.compel him to hnye 
the roads opened,” This may geom all 
right and tho proper course, in fact nenr- 
ly everyone can tell the duties, or what 
they conceive te be tho duties of a path- 
maser, but, although I have been a parh- 
‘maater for more than thirty years, I have 
failed to seo anyouo defining the powers 
of a pathmuster. Is a pathmaster sup- 
Reced to perform the duties laid down for 

him to perform at his own individual ox- 
pense; or who is responsible to tho path- 
master ¢or the outiay incurred in syid per- 
formance? I would invite some of these 
people who utiach go much blame to path= 
mesters for negligence in the performance 
of their duties to enlighten ma in this 
matter. I bot nono of these crities wore 
ever in the position of pathmaster thrm- 
selves. I can assore theso people that 
the fault lies, not with the road overseer 
Dut with those who appoint him, in not 
supplementing his duties with tho means 
of carrying them out. Owing to the anow, 
blockade and the intensely cold weather, 
business is at a stand still, no one, if ho 
can holp it, going farthor than the barn- 
yard, and then always carrying a seoop 
shovel,
